A steady feeling prevails throughout the 
linseed oil market. While city crushers have 
no occasion to quote for forward delivery, their 
views are inclined upward. Spot sales are 
based on the former quotations of 56@57c. We 
hear of refusals of 55c for car load lots, but this 
figure will be accepted for round lots in some 
hands for prompt delivery. No further par- 
ticulars have been received about the formation 
of the Western pool. 

Some holders of crude cottonseed oil enter- 
tain a better view of the situation and are dis- 
posed to be more firm in their demands. They 
quote 32i¢c for a tine grade of oil and report 
sal.s of round lots at thatfigure. Buyers claim 
that they can be satisfied on a basis of 3U0c, but 
we hear of no transactions at the price named. 
Choice grades are scarce on spot and round lots 

) would bring 32c, but prime being quoted at 
27c in New Orleans, its value here is placed at 
50c. In a jobbing way 3144@2c are being 
realized for prime and 33c for choice. A little 
more inquiry was started up the past few days 
for prime oil. The lower grades are in 
very light request and seem to be neglected. 
Dealers are doing what they can to legitimately 
sustain prices and free offerings are more the 
exception now than the rule, but it is argued 
on the part of buyers that there is tuo much 
floating stock for a firm market to be main- 
tuined. Some small lots of soap stock and 
tank bottoms were offering to-day at 1éc for 
the former and 2c for the latter, but the lat- 
ter figure would be shaded. The Southern 
advices do not betoken an carly improvement 
in values, but the trade knows not what a day 
may bring forth. A dealer disputes the state- 





ment that choice crude can be purchased in 
New Orleans at 23c. He states that a bid failed 
to find any seller, and that the response came 
back to the effect that all the choice oil was in 
the interior and held at 29c, making it worth 
32c in New Orleans. 

The market for refined cottonseed oils has 
not undergone any material change since last 
writing. It seems to be steady at 40c for the 
better quality of prime summer yellow. Close 
buyers have given 40c for 400 bbls sinve Wed- 
nesday, on terms of cash in seven days less 
commission. Other sales of the same quality 
are reported of 250 bbls in lots at same figure, 
also 200 bbis choice summer yellow at 4lc. 
These grades were quoted to-day at the above 
uamed figures by sellers, who have round 
lots to dispose of but are not pressing 
them on the market. Dealers report a 
much better trade. Buyers are showing 
more disposition to invest in off grades, which 
are offcring at 37@39c, according to quality. 
We have sules of 200 bbis next te prime at 3ve, 
and 100 bbls of a lower grade at 3/c. Buyers 
find a gcod assortment to select from, with no 
scarcity of stock. Receivers are inclined to the 
opinion that better prices will soon be realized, 
on the ground that stocks are not large tor this 
stason of the year, as alleged, and that the ex- 
ports are keeping up well. Since Wednesday 
lust the amount of cottonseed oil bought here 
tor foreign consumption reacbed 1,150 bbis. 

The murket for Ceylon cocoanut oil is easier, 
owing to the arrival of 850 tons on the Soteria.

Mineral Olls. 

The mineral oil trade is in a listless condition. 
Only limited consumptive demunds are being 
satisfied. There is no desire to stock up in an- 
ticipation of advancing values. RKefiners are 
acquainting themselves with the actions of 
competitors, and seem determined not to be 
undersold. Trade in parafline oils is reported 
dull. The principal inquiry is for 25 gravity, 
and all demands are met at 1244@13c, with sales 
of 350 bbls at those figures. A higher priced 
grade of %3@24 gravity is very slow of sale. 
For 28 gravity the former figure of 9c is quoted 
und sales of 250 bbls. Road salesmen say they 
came across some New York brands for which 
8lgc was accepted, but the report is denied by 
manufacturers. According to the situation of 
affairs, it would not be difficult to buy 28 
gravity at 844c, but we hear of no offerings at 
that figure. There is evidently a strong desire 
to maintain prices, and any accommodations 
granted buyers are in a private way. No busi- 
ness is doing in 30 gravity oil. 

In the absence of any demand for neutral fil- 
tered oils, it i3 difficult to quote figures. They 
are fixed by the wants of buyers. Manufac- 
turers of extra good stock are not disposed to 
release holdings below tormer quotations. The 
fancy gradcs are stored awey for a better mar- 
ket in the future, Regular makes of 34 and 37 
gravities are offering at very easy figures with- 
out influencing trade. The oils in question are 
represented to be strictly bloomless. A good 
stock is held by firs hand: of all grades and the 
accumulation is going on. The season is a 
good one for bleaching oils and is being taken 
advantage of. The only inquiry of importance 
is for wool oils, and these are quoted at 13@lic 
for 34 gravity. 

Some export business is reported in cylinder 
stocks, but the home trade is languishing. Very 
few round lots are moving at present, except 
to fill contracts. The market is easy for light 
and dark filtered grades. The stock is still 
light and it is the evident purpose of manufac- 
turers to prevent the market from being over- 
stocked. Some jobbers have been granting 
very easy terms to regular customers and ex- 
pect sumilar accommodation from first hands, 
und the requests are generally acceded to. In 
certain quarters a strong desire is manifested 
to realize cash oa stock, and various methods 
are employed to sell without breaking the 
market.

Re- 
ports were current that oil was on the market 
at 6c, buta desire being munifested to buy at 
that figure must bave influenced sellers to 
withdraw their offers as none could be found, 
A brind of 27 gravity and 550 fire test is offer- 
iug at Tc, having been reduced from 7}44c. Some 
retiners decline to sell at the market price.

FRIDAY EVENING, July 25, 1884. 

The market is rapidly becoming as greata 
conundrum as the stock market. In the face 
of the Wardwell district and the numerous 
wellsthat have been developed values have 
gone singing along un their upward path. Just 
so with the stock market, the twin brothers of 
the Petroleum Exchanges; in spite of the 
gen ‘ral dullness in all legitimate circles, 
the decreased earnings of the various 
railroad systens and the daily  fail- 
ures in all branches of trade, speculators 
seem to lift their heads, and have successfully 
insisted upon a higher range of values, As 
with the stock market so it has been with the 
petroleum. People have grown tired of the 
‘pessimistic ideas that have been 80 fashionable 
in the last few months. The fine crop prospects 
have been pointed to,and the vast and ever- 
growing resources of the country, it is con- 
tended will offset the unwise aud hasty actions 
of those engaged in what has heretofore been 
considered the “Holier—than—Thou” method 
of doing business. 

Look at the advices from primary centres, 
Note the fact that the Barnsdale well flowed 
251 barrels the first twenty-four hours and that 
the Grandin No. 27 is doing 200 per day. Then 
£0 to the Anchor well which is said te be grind- 
ing out 1000 bbis per diem and the Shirley well, 
a month old, is producing the same amount. 
For another argument against higher prices, 
notice the fact that the Hays No. 2, Ticket No. 
3, the Odell & Miller, Grandin No's 28 and 29, 
the Story & Adams, the Haley & Ross, and fur- 
thermore dwell on the fact that in the whole 
Wardwell Ferry district 23 wells are drilling 
and 32 rigs are up and building aud one can 
readily grasp on the bear argument. In the 
face of these facts many have sasd that the 
strength since our Wednesday,s full review 
has been the result of determined manipulation. 
Conservative authorities do not accept this as 
sound reasoning. Oil bas been too iow on its 
merits and many now believe that with the 
exception of the reactions incident to specula- 
tive circles the petroleum: market will be fur- 
ther sensibly improved, 

The popular sentiment on Wednesday was in 
favor of higher prices, and at one time t6c was 
reached; then a drop to 6444c took place owing 
to the hungry course pursued by many brokers 
in securing profits; the final figures were 643g@ 
6i}4c, and the sales on the two Exchanges were 
16,110,000 bbls. 

Yesterday, while there was a bale of tele- 
grams from the new district none of them 
were considered of sufficient importance to 
deter the market fromadvancing from 64c to 
654¢c and closing very strong at 647¢c. Transac- 
tions on the two floors.

To-day there was a miniature boom,notwith- 
standing the report that a new 1500 barrel well 
bad been developed. No particulars of the well 
could be learned and it luoked as though none 
were wanted when from 64)éc there was a rise 
to 657c, and the last figures were 655g¢@65iX¢e.

Refined for export has also acted queerly 
during the past three days. The demands were 
quite fair on Wednesday and Thursday and as 
the stocks on the continent are known to be 
much smaller than those of a year ago and in 
the face of an advancing crude market many 
believed that an improvement must naturally 
occur.

FRIDAY EVENING, July 25, 1884. 

During the past day or so there has but little 
of interest transpired in this market. Bleach- 
ing powder maintains the firm position noticed 
in our last, and will probably continue soto do, 
while stocks remain light as they are at pres- 
ept. Caustic soda is a shade firmer under a fair 
consumptive demand. Sal soda is scarce on 
the spot, and values are correspondingly firm- 
er. Carbonated and caustic soda ash are both 
steady under a limited demand. Brimstone 
and nitrate soda are in better request especially 
for shipments. The other light chemicals are 
all steady and meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands is steady, though the 
demand at the moment is light, being mostly 
for small jobbing sales, which are obtainable at 
1 45@1 60c as to brand and quantity. High test 
ismoving slowly at 140@lc as to quantity 
and make. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent is meeting with a 
good consumptive demand. Stocks, however, 
of the favorite brands continue light. The 
sales comprise 25 tons in lots at 134@1 45c as to 
brand and quantity. High test is in better re- 
quest, though not quotably any higher than 
when we last wrote. 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent is in light stock at 
the moment, available for prompt delivery. 
The demand, however, is mostly for shipments 
to come in early in September. Sales are re- 
ported of 150 tons to arrive at 130@1 35c as to 
Deand and quantity. High test is offered quite 
freely at 130c. Buyers’ views, however, are 
not above 120@1%4c, which are below values 
that are acceptable to the importers. Sales are 
reported of 100 tons in jobbing orders at 130@ 
1 35c as to brand, quantity and date of arrival. 

Alkali, 36 per cent, continues weak and dull, 
only smal! jobbing sales are reported of 20 tons 
at 13-16@1)4c as to brand ard quantity, High 
test B M is in full stock at the moment, prices, 
however, continue steady and show but little 
change. Sales are reported of 125 tons in lots 
at 1 40@1\¢c as to quantity; also 150 tons to ar- 
rive at130c. The other high test alkalies are 
receiving more attention though values are 
steady at 1 70@134c as to brand and quantity. 

Bleaching powder of prime high test fresh 
brands, continues scarce on the spot. Values 
continue to rule steady at 244@23¢c, as to brand, 
test and quantity, with sales reported of 75 cks 
within the range. For shipments to Boston 
they are quoting 244@234c, as to quantity and 


brand. Messrs. J. Berger Spence & Co., under 
date of Manchester, July 1%, say: “The 
most noticeable features in our  wmar- 


ket since our last have been the sudden 
advance ot about £2 per ton in the price of 
bleaching powder, which took place atthe 
commencement of the current week, and the 
still further advance in the prices of carbolic 
products. The former can be more directly 
. tributed to the meeting of the Bleach Asso- 
ciation, coupled with the increased demand for

ders that have been suspended from America 
since the financial crisis are also now coming 
forward, These sudden and continuous changes 
in the price of bleaching powder are as much 
against the interests of the producer as of the 
consumer. The large production of alkali by 
the ammonia process no doubt renders the 
position of bleaching powder manufactuiers a 
very awkward one in rege.rd to their output of 
saltcake, and when considering the subject it 
would be well if they could arrive at some de- 
termination that would have a tendency to 
steady prices. Since last week we may say the 
price of carbolic has advanced a further 25 to 
30 per cent, and very little to be had. It is sat- 
isfactory to note that whilst there has been a 
falling off in the quantity of bleaching mater- 
ials exported during tne last six months of 
nearly 2,000 tons, as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of 1883, and of about 4,000 tons 
as compared with the same time of 18#2, there 
has been an increase in the values of nearly 
£32,000 and £41,000 respectively, or equal to an 
advance of over £4 per ton on the prices of 
1882."" 

Caustic s-da,60 per cent, is without any 
special feature since our last report. We quote 
3 15@3 30c as to brand and quantity. High test 
is a shade firmer now that lots which have been 
offered quite freely on the market are disposed 
of. The sales comprise 150 dms at 234c, and 75 
dms in lots at 2 8C@2 85c; also 125 dms in Boston 
at 2 80c, and 80 dms ‘6 per cent here at 3 30c. 

Sal soda, English is again in light stock and 
held firm at 120@1%4c from store. For ship-
